Thq debate could not be based on con- 
crete, positive fac-ts, founded on indis- 
putable documents, since the necessary 
information has not yet arrive1!. I be- 
lieve that no discussiftn of the surrender 
of Santiago and Manila will occur, nor of 
the destruction of tho Spanish fleet un- 
less trustworthy data and exact protrfs 
are to hand Moreover, no discussion is 
permissible of matters at present under 
consideration By the supreme councils 
oif war and maiito. Mistakes or blunder's 
"lay have been committed, hut thus far 
" £ have not sufficient material to judge-. 


"Anothor reason why questions of 
^ace and war should not be tllscueaed Is 


that diplomatic negotiations are now 
being carried on; and i debate 6« *hess 
subjects might be provocative of unde- 
sirable complications, it must not be 
said that peace is s!gn<=>f? and discussion 
is now- allowable. Peaco is not signed. 
Spain is still at War with the United 
States. The two nations have merelv 
concludRd a. suspension of hostilities in 
order to negotiate peace. These negoti- 
ations may be brought to a successful 
'ssus; but it might happen that hostili- 
ties will be recommenced!.

It was at Jjuzon, tho largest of .tlioPhil- 


ippino islunds, that IKS ad\-euturous spirit, 
tljcu^h Under a Bclantilic impvilso, passed 
tho limits of prudence in hislar famed ex- 
ploration or the o'rutev of Tael, a yoloano 
on tho Paciiic coast ot tho island, in a 
region inhabited only by savages. Cross- 
ing ore* to tho capital city of the island 
during ono Of tho loua delays of Chinese 
diplomacy, ho procured an escort of na- 
tives from thu archbishop of Manilla (by 
moilns o£ lottoro from Aniericnn prclatos 
which ho had secured boforo leaving home), 
and, in qompany with his friend Baron 
Loo, A. relative of Metternich, ponctmted 
the country to tho asphaltlc lako in which 
tho island volcano is situated.

Nearly every cigar store, 
news staml and1 candy store was closed, 
most of Uie druggists sold nothing but 
medicines oa prescription, and restiMlr- 
nnt keepers refused to sell cigars. Vet 
the saloon keepers as usual, with little 
pretenae of keeping closed, did a, rusn,- 
ing busiaef s through side dou;<s behind j 
srfaens. The causa Is the resentment 
uf the few merctiujit toilets and clothiers 
whose cl-crks j. sJic,.*. lirne agi> inSuoftd 
t'i8 Retail Salesmen's isoSoo to cause tbe 
arrest of those clothiers who kept their j 
stores open on Sunday mornings, Uitre- , 
by depriving their employes of part of , 
their weekly day of rest. 


This movement spread! to ths butchers i 


and the grocers, and thejj the aggrieved , 
clothing dealers, no tmoJ'e than a dozen 
In number, decided to make thft Sunday 
labor law obnoxious by compelling its 
rigid enifoi cement upon everybody. They 
hired an attorney, who caused the ar- 
rest of a few cigar dealer^ and news- 
stand keepers last v.-eek. THen he an- 
nounced that all such places would be 
watched, and thos« who violated the law 
would be arrested. TOie Cfgarmafeers' 
union volunteered, to help make tho law 
obnoxious by sending1 spotters out. 
The 


result is that nearly aH of those whose ' 
business comes under the provisions of 
the old law closed their places as a 
mat- 


ter of precaution. It is announced, how- 
e\rer, by the constables engaged in the 
work that about 40 warrants will be is- 
sued.

ADAMS GETS FISH HATCHERY, 


Pittsfiold's Confidence Was Misplaced 


Location at Cheshire Harbor, 


The fight between Adams and PHts- 


tU-lil fur the new trout hatchery in 
Mei-kKliiro county has been decided by 
the slate commission on fisheries in 
favor of AclamD. The hatchery will be 
located at Cheshire Harbor on the Mrs. 
.Mary Jenks property and is one of 
three sites the town offered, the others 
being on the l.allou farm at the foot of 
Ureylock and the cold springs at Zy- 
lonlte near l^twsonltin lie-Id. The site 
'•liosen contains a large spring of pure 
water which runs through a. piece of 
swampy land to the river. On it is an 
abundance of dry land on" which to 
i-rect the buildings, and the entire prop- 
erty makes an ideal place for such a 
hatchery, besides being easy of access. 


Work will be commenced soon on 


< learing the ground and digging the 
foundation for the building. This will 
probably be ail that will be done this 
fall, and the erection of the building 
\vill go over until spring. The hatchery 
itself will consist of a 
large brick 


structure, 
containing a number of 


tanks. An office and dwelling for the 
keeper will also be erected. 


Pitlsfield was fairly confident of suc- 


cess, and began planning for its loca- 
tion there long before Adams thought 
' > C the matter. The decision of the com- 
mission was received with great satis- 
faction in Adams and among local fish- 
ermen.

Canedy and Carpenter Preparing for 


New Enterprise. 


Canedy & Carpenter, who have been 


in the lumbering business in Jlart- 
weliville, Vt., for several years, have 
nearly iinished their job in this section 
and will begin operations Tuesday in 
Stamford, Vt., where some lirne ago 
they purchased of the Oliver Ames es- 
tate 3.UUO acres of timber laud on which 
there is an old saw-mill building and 
four houses. The old mill will be torn 
down and in. its place u large and 
modern saw-mill will be erected. The 
building will be from SO to 100 feet long 
and about €0 feet wide, and the ma- 
chinery will be strictly up to date. The- 
houses will be put in good repair and 
will be occupied by employes of the 
firm. Everything will be in running 
order before winter and a big business 
will be done. From 30 to 40 men and a 
large number of teams will be em- 
ployed and building timber will be 
turned out in large quantities. 


The product will be marketed in this 


city largely, and the Bennington, Pow- 
nal aad Williamstown markets are 
also easily accessible. The firm will 
got out some different materials from 
what they have ever produced before, 
including hard wood finishing. There 
is timber enough on the tract to keep 
the mill going for six years and the 
industry will be the most important of 
its kind in this section.

"It is sometimes ofgned that the college 


unfits a wotoan for domestic life," writes 
Edward Bok in Tho Lftdieg,' Home Jour- 
nal. "That is true, I think, only So fnr 
as a girl can or cannot adapt herself from 
one condition to another. 
The difference 


between the College and the homo is sim- 
ply the dif?eroncfe between all training and 
real work in tho world. If a college course 
is rightly understood and taken advan- 
tage of, it will prepare rather than unfit a 
girl for the wiSest government of a house. 
If she has tfsed her tlino and opportunities 
at college well, hot training of system and 
discipline toill p'tote of tho first impor- 
tance to her in conducting the domestic 
machinery. Aside from the direct appli- 
cation of her training to her work, she has 
the great advantage of tesources of mental 
refreshment when njornenls of leisure 
come to Her. The domestic courses, now 
being so generally introduced into the cur • 
riculnm of our girls' colleges, also give a 
practical value to a collegO education for a 
girl -which it did cot possess a few years 
ago. The value df these courses lies in the 
foundation which they give a girl to build 
iifSon. 


"All things being eqflal, a college train- 


ing is Unquestionably a source of inesti- 
mable valwe to agirl, as it is to a man, und 
she is tfhe better equipped for her duties of 
wif^apd mother because of it. Knowl- 
edge is always valuable. Yet it does not 
Ijjr any means follow ttat a girl unable to 
go through cbllege is at a cllsadvantago 
with her girl friond'-who did. Where it la 
feasible and possible it is an excellent 
part of a girl's equipment, and its advan- 
tages will come back to her a thousand- 
fold in hor future years. But in the ma- 
jority of cases a college training is not 
feasible or possible. Jf going to college 
simply means to a girl's mind the fun to 
bo had, it is infinitely better that she 
should remain at home. If a girl Is in- 
clined to bo selfish and hungers simply for 
a brilliant career, it Is wisest that tho sof- 
tening influences of a home remain her 
portion. If sho is physically not strong, 
the home care is a thousand times bettor 
for her than the best care sho can procure 
at any school or college." 


The Place to Benin, Mr. Oozzleby Thinks, 


Is Right Wlleire a Man la. 


"Why, sa*," said M*. Qozzleby, "the 


more I think of it t!i6 mote I think tuat 
the place for a man to begin is right where 
bo is. I don't see how going west, or go- 
ing south, ot going any other place Is go- 
ing to keep him unless he's got it in him. 
Even in fast growing places with a tre- 
mendous boom 6n the bulk of tho people 
work for day'swages, Just as they do hero. 
The people there don't all get rich, by a 
long shot, and the comparatively few that 
accumulate wealth get it by the exercise 
of tho sumo qualities that command wealth 
everywhere—namely, ability to recognize 
opportunities and promptness to seize 
them. 


"Opportunities exist everywhere, hut 


the number of really great opportunities is 
always proportionately small, and these 
aro always taken up by the men who have 
not only brains, but courage. Lack may 
st/riko a man occasionally, but the chances 
aro millions to one against it, and it never 
strikes a man who waits for it. Money of 
course gives a man greatly added power. 
Tho rich man, can seize opportunities tiiat 
the poor mati can't touch. But pretty 
much all the rich men in this country 
were once poor. They made the money 
themselves, as every-man has the rightrto 
do for himself. It may be put in here that 
it is a mighty good thing for a man to 
have a few hundred dollars laid fay.

Rhode Island. 


During the early spring they applied 


to the authorities of the state of 
Rhode Island for 905 acres of oystei- 
grounds in Narragansett bay. Their 
application was granted, and Rowe & 
Co. are now loading schooners daily 
with oysters to be replanted on their 
Rhode Island beds. Their two largest 
steamers, the Ruel Rowe and Gordon 
Rowe, are catching and loading over 
2.700 bushels daily, and Rowe & Co.'a 
third steamer is in Narragansett bay 
towing the schooners about the oyster 
grounds on their arrival, while the 
planters shovel over the oysters.

THE GRIDIRON. 
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An Exceptionally Bright Outlook For the 


Coming Football Season=-Impor= 


tant Change In Scoring Rules

When the football season of 1897 came 


to an end last December, an urgent re- 
quest was made by those most inter- 
ested in the game that a committee be 
appointed to consider carefully the va- 
rio'us rules bearing on the sport, espe- 
cially in regard to the question of mass 
play's, against which a vigorous outcry 
had been raised in some quarters dur- 
ing the season. 


These men felt that something should 


be done to offset a growing opposition 
to what were called the brutal and un- 
necessarily harsh features of the other- 
wise healthful sport. In viexv of these 
opinions the University Athletic club of 
New Tork stepped into the breach. This 
club, as its name indicates, is composed 
of graduates of the leading universi- 
ties and colleges of the United States,

take" a great deal of interest in the do- 
ings and plans of their respective alma 
maters. The club has in several in- 
stances, when intercollegiate football 
matches have been played in New Tork, 
taken charge of all of the arrangements.

\vay to assure the future success of the 
game was to revise the rules, with a 
view to eliminating the mass play.

oftentimes were misconstrues, and that 
they were broken in the spirit if not in 
the letter of the law. It was thought 
that by making marginal references, 
outlining fully the exact nature of the 
rules misunderstood, the officials could 
letter hold the players to the prescrib- 
ed regulations. 


The question of mass plays was very 


:horoughly gone into by tl e committee, 
and after careful consideration, during 
which many arguments for and against 
the ufesent reading were brought for- 
ward, it was not changed, and what 
in the minds of many people was the 
main object of the meetings was not 
accomplished. In speaking of this mat- 
ter later some of the members of the 
committee have endeavored to explain 
their action thus: They decided to let 
the rule relating to the number of men 
permitted in a scrimmage remain as be- 
fore, because they considered that the 
injuries supposed to result from mass 
plays had not been very apparent in the 
last two seasons, tspecially when the 
play was made by experienced and 
trained men, such as the intercollegiate 
rules are designed for, and that any 
disagreeable features they might pre- 
sent were in a measure correcting them- 
selves. 


They desired to change the wording 


of the laws governing the game as little 
as possible and thought that a scientific 
amusement like football might safely be 
left to develop itself in a great measure. 
A large number of rules necessarily 
hamper a captain and seriously inter- 
fere with the successful development 
of a team, and the committee decided 
that it would be more discreet to leave 
the option of using or discarding mass 
plays to 


, i elevens. 


.A fact 


the captains of competing 


which doubtless had great 


weight with the committee in their ac- 
tion is that the most successful teams 
last season were those which 
made 


least use of the objectionable play. Tale, 
last year's intez-coilegiate champion, 
rarely if, ever brought the "mass" into 
use. 


The mass play has gradually evolved 


he eastern universities, and only after 
.he new regulations had been adopted 
vere copies mailed to them, with a re- 
quest that they be used in the east. An 
effort was made to have representatives 
sf the two committees meet In order, if 
possible, to reach a joint conclo.sion. 


, however, did not think it neeps- 


sary, and the result is that the rules 
differ matenaliy, so that it will be prac- 
ically impossible to make any compan- 
ions. Besides this difference will tend 
,o separate the east from the west in 
xll that relates to football, and that is, 
of course, greatly to be regretted. 


It is unfortunate that bickerings 


among the leading eastern universities 
'orbid a schedule of games that will defi- 
nitely determine the championship each 
season. For some years the only way to 
:et at any sort of an idea of the relative 
strength of some of the leading teams 
s by means of comparisons, which are 
nearly always misleading. It is not fair 
to judge the standing of two colleges by 
games they have each played against a 
third, frequently on widely separated 
dates. 


In the west many changes will take 


place this fall in college team sched- 
ules. The "triple alliance" of Chicago, 
Michigan and Illinois within the "big 
seven" has brought about a new condi- 
tion of affaii-s, and elevens will meet 
on the gridiron that have never faced 
each other before. The "big seven," as 
it is called, consists of the following in- 
stitutions: Wisconsin, Michigan, Chica- 
go, Illinois, Northwestern, Minnesota 
and Purdue. Illinois is most benefited 
by the change, for the Champlain team 
gets a two year contract with Michigan 
and has a home game with Minnesota 
on Thanksgiving day. Chicago will have 
the usual Thanksgiving day game with 
Michigan at Chicago. This game will 
be played outdoors this year. Chicago's 
game 
with Pennsylvania, 
regarding 


which there seems to be some question, 
makes a. change in the blue and red 
schedule necessary. Oct. 29 will proba- 
bly be the date decided upon. 


Illinois plays the Carlisle Indians at

Outside of one radical change, which 


refers to the matter of scoring, the com- 
mittee has only made modifications in 
the. rules of a purely explanatory na- 
ture, consisting chiefly of footnotes, 
marginal and cross references.

argued in this connection that the rules 
themselves were right In the main, but 


itself from interference, and it would 
be a difficult matter to draw up a pro- 
vision abolishing- ther former that would 
not seriously interfere with the latter. 
When framing the rules, the committee 
had in mind such men as are turned out 


Harvard. Princeton, Cornell, Tale 


and- Pennsylvania. Not one of these in- 
stitutions has suffered very much from 
mass plays, in the, way of serious acci- 
dents during scrimmages. There were 
hardly any mishaps on the Tale field 
last fall. The chief argument against 
the play is that It exhausts the men, 
and this fact was illustrated in the 
Cannes participated in by Princeton and 
Pennsylvania, which utilized it exten- 
sively. The committee came to the con- 
clusion that the mass plays, being un- 
satisfactoi-y from a strictly scientific 
point of view, would bring about their 
own abolition; that they would fall by 
their own weight, as it were. In view of 
this fact, therefore, that mass plays are 
more and more regulating themselves, 
the committee thought it unnecessary 
to incumber the football rules with any 
legislation regarding them. 


The one radical change made by the 


committee was in the matter of scoring. 
Hereafter only one point will be allotted 
for a goal made from a touchdown in- 
stead of two, as before. The object of 
this change is to increase the value of a 
goal from the field by means of the drop 
kick. This is a feature of the game 
that hitherto has been very much neg- 
lected. It is a very pretty play and 
especially useful to a light team buck- 
ing against a heavier one. This was 
exemplified last season by Quarter Back 
Hudson of the Carlisle Indian school 
and by the work of Toung of Cornell. 
The drop kick from the field opens up 
the play and is a very welcome change 
from 
the 
close formations and line 


bucking now so general, especially from 
the point of vie* of the lookers on. 


Now that a goal obtained in this man- 


ner will have just as much value as one 
from a touchdown we may expect to 
see more open play this fall. 


There is sure to be some objection to 


this change, though the general feeling 
was in favor of the new method of 
counting. It was argued that if a full 
sback went through two months of hard 


practice without being able to kick a 
goal from the drop, which many sup- 
pose is a comparatively easy thing to 
do, his opponents ought to profit by it. 
There are many points in favor of both 
methods of scoring, and a trial of the 
new way can surely work no great 
harm, even if found unsatisfactory aft-

The cheers 
died out in one or two instances, as 
the terrible weakness of the men was 
shown, and many an eye was dimmed 
with emotion while tears ran down 
many cheeks, at the thought of the 
sufferings that had caused it all. 


The carriages were driven up State 


street, the crowd extending far along 
from the station, And the cheers con- 
tinued along the line. 


Prtj>9ratl6jj For Reception. 


All day preparations had been going 


on for a careful reception f6r the men 
who arrived at the station in this city. 
ten carriages were provided for the 
men. FcrUr were from Flagg's, 
four 


ffom Ford & Arnold's and two from 
Jacob Coob. 


The police force had extra men. and 


were prepared to rope off a passage 
for the men if it should prove neces- 
sary. 
There was a flrui determination 


to see that the men were not excited 
and made more tired than necessary 
by the arrival here. 


Dr. O. J. Brown visited the hospital 


this afternoon and made final arrange- 
ments to have any wlio might need 
hospital care taken to the institution, 
and nothing was left undone that might 
be needed when the men arrived. 


Many of the doctors in the city were 


notified to be on hand at the station, 
in order to go to their homes with any 
who might need prompt medical atten- 
tion on account of exhaustion.
